Advantages, Objections Listed 


In the view of the delegates considering this plan, its advan- 
tages over partition are as follows: first! it would keep the country’s 
economy intact; second, it provides a period of observation to see 
if the Jews can get along together under United Nations super- 
vision; third, the divisions make civil war remote, as against the 
more dangerous possibilities under a two-state partition; fourth,, 
security would be vested in UN-supervised police rather than in 
mere extremist hands; fifth, partition is opposed not only by Arabs 
but also by certain sections’of the Jewish population, including dis- 
sident groups and Communists. 

Certain questions are raised by the plan. For example, it is 
said that it is impossible to map seven sizable cantonments in which 
tnere are Jewish majorities, except the Tel Aviv area, because the 
Jews have acquired Arab territory and there is bound to be an 
Arab majority in such areas. Also, there are many economic fune- 
tions which depend on a federal government but which would be 
unfeasible under federalization—taxation and allocation of funds, 
for example. Since the solution does not provide a Jewish state 
in the sense demanded, the Jews would probably reject it. Ad- 
ministration would be complicated. 


Yet the fact remains that UNSCOP is trying to find the be. 
ginning of a path leading through the maze of complicati@ns. 


Members are currently vacillating between partition and federal- 
ization, with at least one group for bi-nationalism and one for 
partition. At least four delegations find themselves hampered by

EFORE the opening of the ZOA convention Harold Goldenberg 
of Minneapolis sent out a telegram to many leading Zionists 
.m_ the country setting out certain views on Zionist policy. The 
telegram did not reach the press—it was too late for that. This 
‘writer merely heard about it accidentally. On the other hand, the 
previous telegram by the seven ex-presidents came out in time 
‘to reach the press and to elicit public discussion. And yet, Dr. 
Silver, in his opening address, devoted some time to refuting the 
“arguments of Goldenberg’s telegram, while dismissing the past 
presidents with a mere jest: (“A president is only for two years, but 
@ past president goes on forever.” ) 

HAROLD GOLDENBERG’S TELEGRAM expresses a point of 
_view, and the group he leads, though in a minority that presents 
no immediate danger to the administration, is a real opposition. 
Roughly speaking, they constitute the group in American Zionism 
which supports Weizmann’s rather than Silver’s policies and which 
kans towards close co-operation with the Palestine Labor Party 
(MAPATI). At a cai@is meeting Friday night at the Manhattan 
Center, Goldenberg explained his position. He set a dignified, clean 
tone by stating at the outset that he considered clarification as an 
aim in itself and by ruling out all personal issues. There were 
several hundred people in the hall, not all of them of the opposition, 
and spokesmen for the Administration policy were given a chance 
to participate in the discussion. As far as I could make out, Ezra 
Shapiro of Cleveland and Harold Goldenberg are the leaders of 
the new opposition. 

What Henry Montor’s part in it is I don’t know, but he de- 
livered a long harangue against terror—all of forty-five min- 
utes—using far-stronger language against the terrorists than most 
American Zionists would stand for even if the speech were shorter 
and less dull. 

As it was, he aroused the ire of the pro-Silverites, and I am 
not so sure whether even the Oppositionists were as pleased with 
Henry Montor’s address as was Henry Montor himself. If the 
meeting was in the nature of a dress-rehearsal for the debate on the 
floor of the convention, then its lesson was lost. It should have 
been evident from the performance that indiscriminate condemna- 
tion of the terrorists would antagonize the audience and that a 
better spokesman than Montor to press the case against supporting 
terrorists in this country should be selected. 

Instead, Montor tried to repeat the same performance on Sat- 
urday night. The happiest man during Montor’s speech then, dur- 
ing the memorable debate on resistance in Palestine, was Daniel 
Frisch, chairman. 

He quickly realized that the longer Montor spoke, the more 
delegates were against him—and Frisch let Montor speak. De- 
spite his own bellicose warning, in his opening remarks, that he 
would not permit the minority to abuse time at the expense of the 
majority, and despite protests from the audience at the length 
of Montor’s address, Frisch now insisted on being generous in 
leaving it to the speaker’s judgment how long he should speak. 
Since Frisch did not have the benefit of the dress rehearsal Fri- 
day night, there is no doubt as to who is the skilled tactician and 
who is the “kalike.”” 


BUT TO GO BACK TO FRIDAY NIGHT. Louis Lipsky made 
the most valuable contribution to the discussion by delivering an 
address that was even better than the one he delivered on Saturday 
night. Lipsky pointed out (as he did Saturday) that it is not a 
question of shedding innocent blood, since in a struggle this cannot 
always be avoided, but, first of national discipline, and, second, 
of the political aims of the dissidents, especially of the Bergson 
group in this country, who are out to smash the Jewish Agency. 
Lipsky also pointed out the area where he agreed with Silver and 
Neumann, and stressed his recognition of their abilities as leaders. 
He emphasized the urgent need of thorough and intelligent dis- 
cussion of Zionist problems in Zionist ranks, and porated out how 
that discussion is lacking. ty 


IF THE OPPOSITION will be headed by Harold Goldenberg 
and Ezra Shapiro, it will be able to make a valuable contribution 
to the movement. Both men are fairly young; both are well in- 
formed on Zionist questions, Ezra Shapiro being deeply steeped in 
Zionist tradition and‘in Jeiwsh culture; both men are comparatively 
free from personal animus and personal ambitions and both men 
can think for themselves. If they surround themselves with people 
of their type, they can do a great deal as as minority. 


Only a majority can seize control of the Administration. But 
even a minority, if it knows how to use its limited strength to its 
‘utmost: and in the right direction, can influence the thinking and 
‘the attitudes of the movement. It does not take a majority to 
start a discussion or to force a clarification. It takes only intel- 
ligence and determination. 


The average American Jew today is all for a militant Zionist 
policy. Very few are for the Weizman line, and they are probably 
to be found in a greater proportion among the'delegates than in 
the ranks. Only a miracle, such as Bevin handing over most of 
Palestine to Weizman, could turn the tables. Short of such a 
miracle, the Opposition would be well advised to reconcile itself 
te a minority status for ‘a long time to come and shaping its 
plans accordingly. Short-range plans are bound to fail. Long- 
range plans may succeed. The Opposition will have nothing to 
gain from an alliance with fellow-travelers who are interested in 
attaining some immediate objective. It has much to gain—and 
so has the Administration—from listening to what Louis Lipsky 
has to say. 
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the joint action of The National 
Association for the Advance. 
ment of Colored People and the 
American Jewish Congress in 
filing a brief with the N. Y. Su- 
preme Court asking that the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company and Stuyvesant Town 
Corporation be enjoined from 
continuing its discriminatory 
rental practices in its tax-ex- 
empt Stuyvesant Town develop- 
ment.

an all-out effort to win newspaper attention, he was ignored by 


the press. 
Newsmen, Photographers Come 
Smith, the nation’s leading 
apostle of .anti-Semitism, found 
himself faced with a marching, 
chanting picket line of some 200 
paraders carrying placards as he 
approached the historic hall, In 
contrast to his last appearance in 
Boston, the newspapers had the 


hall surrounded with photog- 
raphers and reporters. Enjoy- 
ing the tumult, Smith entered 
the hall triumphantly to face 


some 50 of his own followers 
and approximately 650 who had 
gathered for the purpose of boo- 
ing and heckling him. 


Inside the hall, the hecklers 
booed Smith every time he tried 
to speak. Smith gleefully urged 
the hecklers, the photographers, 
and occassionally exhorted the 


’ pooing audience to greater effort 


by shouting “come on, you dopes, 
pep it up.” Finally realizing the 
impossibility of speaking, Smith 
ealled a police escort and left 
the hall with his party. Back at 
his hotel, Smith called the news- 
papers and provided them with 
statements portraying himself as 
a martyr to the cause-of free 


speech.

T cannot be denied that the 

American Jewish Conference 
has a number of important 
achievements to its credit. But 
from its first session, held in 
New York in August 1943, the 
Conference has been grappling 
with the problems of “to be or 
not to be”, that is, shall it trans- 
form itself into a permanent body 
and, if yes, shall it embrace with- 
in its program activities on the 
American scene? 

It is regrettable that various 
Zionist bodies,—the ZOA, Hadas- 
sah and, to an extent, also the 





Mizrachi, had no clear-cut posi- 
tion on these questions. The lead- 
ers of these respective organiza- 
tions were divided in their opin- 
ions. The only Zionist faction 
that did have a positive approach 
to the question was the labor 
Zionist movement. 


However, because of tthe pres- 
sure of several forces in Ameri- 
can Jewish life, and particularly 
some of the largest communities 
outside of New York, the Confer- 
ence leadership was compelled to 
consider the alternatives of its 
future existence. These alterna- 
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tives are: 1) to decide that the

the Conference has fulfilled in 
whole or in part its mission and 
that, therefore, it should be dis- 
banded; or 2) that American 
Jewry needs a central, represen- 
tative and democratically-chosen 
authoritative body to act for it 
in all matters affecting Jewish 
life in this country and abroad... 


TWO MAIN POINTS; ONE 
HELPFUL, THE OTHER 
WOULD HARM 
The plan of future organiza- 

tion, which will be submitted to 
the next session in Chicago, con- 
tains two main points, of which 
one may be regarded as a great 
advance, whereas the second will, 
in the opinion of this writer, 
weaken the whole program of 
the Conference. 

I regard as a great advance 
the proposal that the Conference 
reconstitute itself as a perman- 
ent body built on a democratic 
basis. 

On the other hand, I regard as 
a negation of thé functions of the 
Conference that part of the pro- 
posal which would deny it the 
opportunity for independent ac- 
tivity in the struggle against an- 
ti-Semitism in this country, relief 
for Jews overseas, work for Pal- 
estine, etc. 

It is proposed that in all these 
fields the Conference shall func- 
tion through’ existing bodies 
which are now active in them. 
This, in effect, would mean that 
the Conference would subordin- 
ate itself to several agencies and 
would farm out to each respect- 
ively its own responsibilities for 
concerted action. 

True, the plan proposes that 
the various agencies shall be in- 
vited to report and take counsel 
with the Conference on their re- 
spective activities. But what does 
this mean? What if any agency 
refuses to report to the Confer- 
ence, or persists in disregarding 
its advice? 

WOULD PUT PRESSURE 
ON AGENCIES TO 
REPORT 
In the Committee 

Organization, this point was 
srongly debated. This’ writer, 
who has been with the Confer- 
ence since the very first meeting 
in Pittsburgh and who is a mem- 
ber of the Committee on Future 
Organization, proposed that the 
formula at least contain the pro- 
vision that in the event any of 
the aforementioned agencies side.

dependent activities. For I know, 
that under the Conference set-up, 
the same interests who oppose 
independent action by the Con- 
ference now will always be in a 
position to impede any Confer- 
ence decision for independent ac- 
tion. But the Committee on Fu- 
ture Organization rejected even 
this empowering clause, thus de- 
priving the Conference even of 
the right to consider independent 
action in the future. 

In the discussions in the Com- 
mittee on Future Organization, 
each organization engaged in 
such specific activities was con- 
cerned with maintaining its own 
prestige. May it not be expected 
that the same considerations will 
prevail in the future, with the 
result that threats by these or- 
ganizations to “take a walk” will 
hang like a Damoclean sword 
over the conference. 

Activities Cannot 

Be Private Property 

of Agencies 

This is the crux of the prob- 
lem. On its solution depends the 
effectiveness of the Conference 
set-up in the future. Unless the 
various organizations will recog- 
nize that certain activities affect- 
ing the whole of Jewish life can- 
not forever remain their own pri- 
vate province, no centrally rep- 
resentative body, such as_ the 
American Jewish Conference, can 
function with authority. 

To deprive the Conference of 
the opportunity for independent 
coordinated activity in virtually 
the most important fields means, 
in effect, to perpetuate it as a 
consultative body only, with no 
more power than a large debat- 
ing society. It is our firm belief 
that the historic responsibilities 
which American Jewry must 
shoulder demand _ considerably 
more than that of the American 
Jewish Conference. 

I appreciate the fact that the 
Committee’s formula was adopt- 
ed only as a compromise in order 
to retain within the Conference 
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HERE is what Rabbi Samucl 
S. Mayerberg, of Kansas City, 
had to say at the recent C.C.A.R. 
convention on accepting fees for 
personal services: “I believe the 
rabbi creates the most fortuitous 
environment of his ministry 
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framework all the organizations 
now affiliated with it and also to 
make possible the eventual ad- 
herence of the American Jewish 
Committee, the Jewish Labor 
Committee, the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee, the Agudath Is- 
rael and the central organization 
of the Jewish Community Chests 
and Welfare Funds, as well as 
some others. Only time will tell 
whether this compromise will 
produce the desired results. 

If it does, then certainly the 
Conference session in Chicago in 
August will mark the beginning 
of a new development in Ameri- 
can Jewish life. 

CONFERENCE JEOPARDIZED 

EXISTENCE IN VAIN 

If, on the other hand, even this 
very great compromise will not 
be attractive to the other organi- 
zations and if they will continue 
to engage in a separatist politic, 
then the Conference will have 
jeopardized its whole existence in 
vain. 

These weighty considerations 
must be earnestly deliberated by 
all progressive elements in 
American Jewry. We must come 
to the session in Chicago, know- 
ing clearly what we want and 
what may be the consequences 
of our action. 

It is high time that American 
Jewry formulated a clear-cut pro- 
gram based on our national in- 
terests and not on mere philan- 
thropy. We represent to-day al- 
most half of the Jewish people 
in the world. Outside of Palestine, 
we are the only community ¢a- 
pable of effective action on a 
large scale .We must rise to the 
occasion,

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Says Good Will Movement Ineffective; Chasms Deeper; Tensions Grow

When I was invited to partici- 
pate in this interfaith sympo- 
sium, I said I would gladly do 
so, provided I was not expected 
to give one of those good-will 
talks that are frequently given 
during National Brotherhood 
Week, when a Minister, Priest, 
and a Rabbi appear on the same 
platform, when words such as 
the Brotherhood of Men and the 
Fatherhood of God, glibly roll 
over our tongues, and we delude 
ourselves and others into believ- 
ing that there exists genuine In- 
terfaith Cooperation. 

I am not as cynical as a gentle- 
man whom I heard say: Inter- 
Faith is Inter-Fake. Why kid 
ourselves! It simply does not 
exist nor will it ever exist, at 
least not as long as we continue 
to follow the same old paths 
of thinking. 

While I do not subscribe to 
such a cynical attitude, so com- 
mon today, and perhaps more so 
among clergymen than among 
the rank and file of laymen, I, 
too, believe that the whole prob- 
lem of Interfaith Cooperation is 
in need of a thorough revision. 
The time has come for re-think- 
ing and re-evaluating the entire 
complex of Interfaith Coopera- 
tion, 

Frankly, I do not believe we 
can even begin to discuss to- 
night’s subject “Interfaith Coop- 
eration in Local Communities” 
until we have arrived at a clear 
understanding of the promises 
upon which such cooperation can 
be built. 

What is the present status of 
cooperation between the three re- 
ligious communions of organized 
theistic religion, Protestantism, 
Catholicism, and Judaism? 


Chasms Between Groups Deeper 

If I read the signs of the time 
eorrectly, I would say that, while 
the liberal elements within each 
group have drawn closer togeth- 
er, conscious of their spiritual 
kinship and the resultant com- 
munity of interest, the orthodox, 
fundamentalist sectors in each 
group have drifted farther apart. 
The historic chasms have become 
deeper. The basic differences 
more accentuated. Yes, a vari- 
ety of factors in our changing 
world scene have brought to 


‘sharper focus the fact that the 


gaps between certain fundament- 
al concepts are so unabridgeable 
that they constitute a constant 
source of irritation and a threat 
to social unity. 

The dilemma with which we 
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place in any one year and the in- 
come derived from fees would 
add little to the livelihood of the 
minister. In larger communities. 
where the Temple membership 
is substantial, the salary of the 
rabbi, as compared with that of 
other walks of life, is usually 
generous, sufficient to provide a 
decent standard of living, enough 
to enable the rabbi to make com- 
mensurate charitable gifts and 
to provide him with reasonable 
security. In any event, even if 
the rejection of fees of all nature 
entails some sacrifice, I feel that 
the spiritual gains in the estab- 
lishment of a deep and affection. 
ate relationship between the 
rabbi and his congregants more 
than justify it.” 


are confronted, was strikingly 
evident in the local communities 
throughout our state when last 
November a ‘heated discussion 
arose in connection with the Par- 
ochial School Bus Bill. I am 
certain that there was not a single 
clergyman in Wisconsin who was 
happy that the issue had even 
come up. For it was easy to 
anticipate that so controversial 
a matter would of necessity gen- 
erate ill will and bitterness among 


our citizenry. As citizens we 


prize communal harmony and do 
not enjoy seeing our communi- 
ties split into warring camps.

It is, thus, first of all the his- 
torical differences in fundament- 
als that block the way to effective 
and whole-hearted Interfaith Co- 
operation. Political differences 
in a democracy can be resolved 
through compromise and the ac- 
cepted principle of majority rule. 
To the realm of religion the same 
democratic process is not appli- 
cable. Hence, fundamental dif- 
ferences in matters of religious 
belief remain unresolved and In- 
terfaith Cooperation of necessity 
limited to relatively few peri- 
pheral areas. 

Religious Believe Each Superior 

A second seemingly insur- 
mountable obstacle to Interfaith 
Cooperation lies in the fact that 
it is in the nature of all tradition- 


words one cannot shout peace, al religion to lay claim to the ex- 


truth, thus regarding other re- 
ligious beliefs as heresy and er- 
ror. Our religious education, 
while transmitting spiritual and 
monal values in which we all 
share, instills at the same time 
in the minds and hearts of our 
adherents a sense of superiority 
over, dislik eof, and even hostility 
toward other faiths. 


Interfaith cooperation must 
needs lack genuineness’ and 
wholeheartedness. Yes, it is re- 


garded undesirable and contrary 
to the best interests of one’s own 
group. It is thought of as an 
admission of one’s weakness and 
as tending to give the false im- 
pression as if one religion be as 
good as the other. It is, there- 
fore, uSually the liberal elements 
and religious minority groups 
who seek cooperation. 


operation between the faiths lies 
in the expansionist or, if ' may 
use this epithet, the imperialistic 
tendencies that lie at the heart - 
of most of our religious come 
munions. Why cooperate? Co- 
operation between the faiths is 
only to retard the process of the 
hoped-for absorption of other re- 
ligions into one’s own. Isolation, 
not cooperation, is a_ virtue, 
agressiveness not indifferent neu- 
trality. ! 
Picture Not Exaggerrated ' 
I do not believe that this rather 
incomplete picture of the status 
of interfaith cooperation is an 
exaggeration. On the contrary, 
it is rather obvious that the same 
spirit of distrust and suspicion 
with which the big nations, chiefly 
Soviet Russia and the Western 
Democracies, look at each other,

prevails also between the dif- 
ferent religious communions. The 
Same practices which we de- 
nounce in relationship between 
political powers we are guilty 
of in our own _ inter-religious 
group relations: The policy of 
the Iron Curtain, isolationism, 
imperialistic expansion at the ex- 
pense and to the hurt of the 
neighbor, insistance upon unilat- 
eral privileges. In short, even 
while we shout Interfaith Coop- 
eration, we are engaged in con- 
stant warfare, in this country, 
in other countries, all over the 
world. And not unlike those who 
believe that sooner or later the 
showdown between nations that 
adhere to different political and 
economic ideologies must come, 
so one can hear also in the re- 
ligious camps voices predicting 
the inevitability of open war be- 
tween groups who hold to dif- 
ferent theologies. 


Frankly, the tension that exists 
between our religious commun- 
ions frighten me aS much as do 
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those in the political arena. It 
grieves me that the unresolved 
differences between us make it 
well-nigh impossible for us to be 
true to the greatest of all com- 
mandments up6én which alone 
that great cooperative venture 
we call Life, can be built: To 
love one another. How can we 
love one another if we as re- 
ligious groups are engaged in 
the same competitive struggle as 
are big political empires and 
economic monopolies. Are we not 
making a mockery of the spirit 
of love and charity which we 
pretend to proclaim to the 
world! 

I do not want to sermonize but 
I cannot help expressing the deep 
pain that I feel over this state 
of affairs, especially at a time 
when humanity has been so pre- 
cipitously thrust into a new era, 
when we are filled with dark 
apocalyptic forbodings that we 
might be heading for a global 
catastrophe unless in the words 
of Gen. MacArthur a spiritual 
recrudescence and improvement 
of human character comes to 
save the flesh. 

Should Set Example 

Where are we at this, perhaps 
the most decisive hour that has 
ever come in human history, we 
the ministers of Protestantism, 
Catholicism, Judaism who for 
thousands of years have claimed 
to possess that message of faith, 
hope and love that could redeem 
the flesh! Should not we who are 
always So ready to censure secu- 
lar institutions in a “holier-than- 
thou” attitude, be the vanguard 
holding out to a sick, weary, and 
despondent world a new vision? 
Ought not we be setting a shin- 
ing example of brotherhood and 
genuine cooperation? 

Instead, it seems we are as 
much lagging behind time as are 
all other institutions, as if we, 
too, have not yet fully caught 
the spirit of the atomic era which 
necessitates a totally new think- 
ing. I agree with Paul Hutchin- 
son of the “Christian Century” 
who upon his return from his 
recent world tour _ stated: 
“Churches are faced with a moral 
crisis the limits of which are 
far beyond the conception of any 
man. ... Our task is to live and 
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think in the most radical fashion 
as radical as the fashion in which 
Jesus of Nazareth lived and 
thought. 


So, at this late hour in history, 
what can we do, what must we 
do? What is radical thinking 
and living as far as cooperation 
between our faiths is concerned? 


I expect our different religious 
groups to give up their separate- 
ness and to surrender their di- 
verse theologies no more than I 
would expect the United States 
and Russia give up their different 
concepts of democracy. But I do 
believe it to be indispensable that 
we come to change our attitudes 
toward one another. If we be- 
lieve that nations of different his- 
toric backgrounds and_philoso- 
phies can live together side by 
Side in the same world in peace 
and mutual respect, if we regard 
this a conditio sine qua non for 
this a condition sine qua non for 
it must be possible also for re- 
ligious groups to exist side by 
side in harmony and in peace. 


Give Up Imperialist Aims 


In order to achieve this change 
in attitude, it will be necessary 
and I know that what I am say- 
ing here is in Mr. Hutchinson’s 
sense radical—to give up any 
imperialistic aspirations. The 
only power for which we must 
strive is Moral Power. 


As in the days of the disinte- 
grating world of the Roman Em- 
pire Christianity was one of the 
few cohesive moral forces, so 
today in this disintegrating world 
of ours, our theistic religions 
ought to come to the fore as 
the moral conscience of our So- 
ciety, both national and interna- 
tional. The only Empire toward 
which we have not only the right 
but the mission to aspire, is the 
Kingdom of God. 
ideal goal, the three faiths not 
only can but must cooperate. For 
the task is too great for each 
of us alone, 

Secondly, we must renounce 
any and all monopolistic claims. 
This, too, must appear a radical 
postulate. I do not subscribe 
to any moral relativism. I do 
not say that there is no difference 
between what is morally right 
and wrong. However, it is my 
conviction that the categories of 
right and wrong, of true and 
false are absolutely unfounded 
as far as religious convictions are 
The real difference 
between our theistic faiths is not 
between right and wrong but be- 
tween different visions of right. 


And because none of us has a 
monopoly on the right religion, 
none of us is morally justified to 
claim for himself privileges 
which he is unwilling to grant to 
others, Freedom of religion can- 
not be but freedom for every 
religion. Liberty, be it political 
or religious, is one and indivisible. 
Interfaith cooperation is possible 
only if we apply the principle of 
the Golden Rule also to the re- 
lations between our various 
faiths. H is only between equals 
that cooperation is possible. This 
to me is the essence of genuine 
Tolerance, the indispensable re- 
quisite of interfaith cooperation. 
Tolerance is not a sign of weak- 
ness and indifference but a mani- 
festation of strength of real hu- 
man concern and of. maturity. 


Thirdly, we must learn to blend 
love of our own faith and loyalty 
to our own religious communion 
with an appreciative and rever- 
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Toward this’ 


ential attitude to other men’s 
faiths. 
Does Not Mean Indifference 


Even as patriotism is_ not 
enough so is religious parochial- 
ism no longer sufficient. Born 
into a specific family I have a 
particular sense of kinship to the 
members of my own family; I 
have not the same feeling of 
closeness to other families. As 
citizen of my country I have a 
particular loyalty to the nation 
of which I am a part. I am 
ready to make sacrifices for it 
which I would not make for any 
other country. As member of 
my religious faith I have a par- 
ticularly intimate relationship to 
the “sancta” of the religion which 
I inherited and in which I was 
raised; I cannot be expected to 
have the same intimate ties to 
the “holy of holies” in somebody 
else’s ‘religion. 

However, this personal and 
non-transferable relationship to 
my own family, to my own coun- 
try, and my own religion does 
not mean indifference to other 
families, disconcern about the 
welfare of other countries and 
irreverance to other men’s reli- 
gion. On the contrary, by tak- 
ing an interest in the welfare of 
families other than my own, by 
being at the same time a citizen 
of the world, by feeling a sense 
of spiritual kinship with religions 
not my own I grow beyond my 
own limitations, I see wider hori- 
zons open before my eyes. While 
parochialism of mind and heart 
would impoverish me, broader 
loyalties enrich me. AS a result, 
I not only lose some of the dis- 
trust, the suspicion and fear 
which would make me want to 
eliminate others to my own ag- 
grandizement, but I come to be 
as inwardly free to appreciate 
differences, yes to respect that 
which is most sacred to my 
neighbor. 

What I have said here ought 
to. apply not only to the relation- 
ship between the three faiths 
which stand in the Judeo-Chris- 
tian tradition, but, as Professor 
Conrad Moehlman in his recently 
published book “The Church as 
Educator” pointed out, also to 
western man’s attitude to Confu- 
cianism, Buddhism, Hinduism, 
and Mohammedanism who are 
“vetting ready to play their parts 
in the coming one-world sym- 
phony.” If there is hope for the 
survival of our civilization, it 
must be built upon the premise 
not only of political, economic 
and cultural, but also of religious 
pluraism, the best guarantee for 
a stable society and a creative 
civilization. 

Stop Fighting Battles of Past 

And finally, we must stop fight- 
ing the battles of the past all 
over again but rather keep our 
eyes fixed on the new possibilities 
for growth that lie in the womb 
of the future. 

Man has a strange propensity 
to keep on fighting the battles 
his fathers fought before him. 
As much as we are indebted to 
the past, we must, however, 
guard ourselves against being 
enslaved by it. 

Even if we cannot forget, we 
should at least ever be ready to 
forgive. We should not in our 
own country want to fight the 
War of Independence and the 
Civil War all over again. Russia 


should not forever hold against 
the United States and Great 
Britain that in 1917 western de- 
mocracies dispatched troops. to 
help quell the Bolshevist Revo- 
lution, even as we should resign 
ourselves to the fact that Com- 
munism cannot be talked out of 
existance. 

By the same token, we should 
grow beyond the quarrels our 
respective faiths have had in 
centuries past. If I were a Prot- 
estant, I would not forever hold 
the happenings of the Night of 
St. Bartholomew against the 
Catholic Church. Were I a Cath- 
olic, I would not perpetuate the 
original resentment toward the 
Reformation but realize that its 
consequences are here to stay. 
As a Jew, I cannot possibly hold 
the German people for all gen- 
erations to come responsible for 
the crimes of certain ancestors 
of their who in the fifth decade 
of the twentieth century mur- 
dered six million of my people. 
Laymen, Not Ministers Cooperate 


If human relations are ever to 
improve, we. must be willing to 
let by-gones be by-gone and not 
judge our modern neighbors in 
the light of the primitive past of 
their forebears, or visit the sins 
of the fathers upon their chil- 
dren. In many respects children 
are better than their fathers 
even as a great many people are 
better than the theologies they 
inherited, make them appear. 
Yes, many of our laymen do 
more for interfaith cooperation 
than we ministers who at times 
seem to derive a peculiar sense 
of gratification by reviving the 
battles of the past and perpetu- 
ating old religious feuds. 

We should never lose sight of 
the fact that in thé ongoing pro- 
cess of history not only new 
alignments between individuals 
and groups are formed but also 
new insights into reality are 
gained. I for one cannot believe 
that all wisdom and_ truth was 
revealed in the past. The revela- 
tion of God’s will is a continuing 
process. It would help us greatly 
in our Interfaith Cooperation if 
we followed the maxim: Learn 
from the past, live in the present 
and build for the future. 

What I am suggesting here is 
not to water down our different 
faiths or to bring them down to 
their lowest denominator but 
rather to raise them to their 
highest denominator. 

Instead of looking upon one 
another with a dog-in-the-man- 
ger attitude, we ought to realize 
that we are faced today with a 
common foe, threatening our 


very existence and undermining | 


the quality of our civilization: the 
corroding spirit of crass materi- 
alism that in many guises is pene- 
trating every department of life, 
the political, economic, social and 
moral fabric of our society. This 
is where our common mission 
field lies. This is where we must 
cooperate in our communities, in 
our country, throughout’ the 
world. So preoccupied are we 
all with our own denominational 
problems that we have not even 
begun to really consider the ur- 
gent need for interfaith coopera- 
tion. It is not enough to merely 
come forth with lofty pronounce- 
ments on “A Pattern of Econ- 
omic Justice” or a “Declaration

What about Senator Bilbo’s entangelments in big war contract 
deals, to mention just one instance? ... President Roosevelt, 
while still Govérnor of New York, admitted to us in a private 
interview that there was a Jewish aspect in the Marcus case. 

. Well, there was a big Jewish angle in the Garsson case, and 
we still are waiting for the bigger offenders to be brought to 
the bar of justice. #

T WAS a big temple in the big city of Me- 
tropolis. In Metropolis everything was 
done on a big scale. They had counted every 
brick in the new Metropolis skyscraper and 
the press had proudly announced 3,467,982 
bricks and was there another city that could 
claim more than 3,467,982 in any structure. 

Metropolis could hope that the time was not 
far off when it would 
have the biggest bank, 
the biggest garage, the 
biggest movie, just as it 
already had the biggest 
comfort station in the 
U.S.A. The churches of 
Metropolis were all in 
line with this mammoth 
spirit. When St. Sul- 
spice Episcopal built a 
new church with a steeple 200 feet high, the 
Central Baptist congregation felt that the hon- 
or and glory of Metropolis demanded that its 
own new church have a steeple 300 feet high, 
no less. 

It was said that Anshe Giborim Temple had 
well done its part toward the bigness of Me- 
tropolis. Its purpose was to have the biggest 
congregation, the biggest temple, and the big- 
gest rabbi if it could ever make up its mind 
who was the biggest. (So far it was claiming 
that its present rabbi was the biggest, but it 
couldn’t be too sure.) On the wall of the 
temple’s spacious foyer—it looked almost as 
big as a hotel lobby—a bulletin board each 
week announced the number of members... 
1,500 . . . 1,599 . . . 1,650 and so on until the 
climacic week when Anshe Giborim could an- 
nounce it had attained 2,500 members. .. .” 
And now 3,000 is Anshe Giborim’s goal,” the 
bulletin said. “Let’s go and get it.”

ANSHE GIBORIM had built its temple in 
the spirit of Metropolis. At the dedication of 
the vast structure the mayor of Metropolis had 
spoken. ... “This sacred edifice is of the big- 
ness of Metropolis itself; it is an expression of 
Metropolis.” If you sat in the last pew in 
Anshe Giborim Temple the rabbi in his pulpit 
looked almost as far off as God in Heaven. 
He was so remote that a lot of the members 
of the congregation never could be sure what 
he looked like, except by his picture that from 
time to time appeared in the Metropolis Trib- 
une. 

He came in through a door behind the Ark 
of the Law, slipped out the same way after 
the service and that was all but a few of the 
members of the biggest congregation could 
know of him. To make a profane illusion, you 
might say that he was like a ballet dancer in 
the immensity of the Roxy theatre. She is 
never to be met with but only to be looked at 
and admired remotely. That’s the way it was 
in the big temple of Anshe Giborim in the big 
city of Metropolis. To change the metaphor 
from ballet to big business, you might say that 
the rabbi was like the managing director of a 
big corporation, and what managing director 
knows any but the big stockholders? And, in 
fact, in the affairs of Anshe Giborim an aver- 
age member had about as much to Say as an 
average stockholder in the enormous U.S. 
Doorknob Corp. which, as everybody knows, 
is a corporation, indeed. 


In a congregation so big as Anshe Giborim 
how many members could the rabbi know in 
person, though he was willing enough to know 
everybody. When he walked in the street, he 
was always being embarrassed by faces vague- 
ly familiar. ... “Yes, I’ve seen that face some- 
where. He may be a member.” .. . Lest this 
might be a dues-payer’s face, he nodded. From 
time to time members reported feeling snubbed 
by the rabbi. .. . “He passed me without as 
much as a good morning.” ... Or “Last week 
one day I had to be introduced to him. I asked 
him, don’t you remember me, rabbi? He said 
he was sure he had met me somewhere.” 

So, as it turned out, -Anshe Giborim -was 
just too big. In its immensity the members 
couldn’t get to know each other, even though, 
as it was said, they were all God’s children to- 
gether in God’s house. There was that em- 
barrassing occasion when the rabbi married 
the wrong people to each other, you might say.

AMONG 2,500 MEMBERS he would have a 
prodigious memory if he knew one-tenth of 
them by name. And when it’s June and so 
many of the members’ children are being mar- 
ried, confusion may result in the big temple 
of Anshe Giborim and mistakes of identity 
made. So it happened that day the Levy boy 
was married. The rabbi had five weddings that 
day and his head was in a whirl trying to keep 
all the names straight. He came to the mo- 
ment when he asks the boy whether he is 
willing to take the girl for wife. . . . “Do 
you...” At this point it is customary for the 
rabbi to address the bridegroom by name. But 
the rabbi couldn’t be sure of this one’s name. 
He paused, looked around for help and finally 
fell back on his own resources. Yes, this boy’s 
name is'Cohen, he told himself—Edgar Cohen; 
yes, that was it. 

“Do you, Edgar Cohen, take this woman for 
wife?” 

The bridegroom was not one of the self-as- 
serting kind or he might have spoken up... . 
“You got me wrong rabbi. I’m Louis Levy, 
not Edgar Cohen.” But all he said was “Yes”: 
He would take the girl for wife. So Louis 
Levy was married as Edgar Cohen. 

On account of this incident a lot of mem- 
bers of Anshe Giborim came around to the 
wisdom that maybe it wasn’t so good for a 
congregation and its temple to be so _ big. 
Shouldn’t a congregation be small, so that 
the rabbi could know everybody in it as a 
friend or by name, anyway. Shouldn't it be 
small rather, so that every dues-payer could 
feel himself to be like a participating mem- 
ber of a family, instead of like a stockholder 
of U. S. Doorknob Corp. 

Yes, the bigness of Anshe Giborim was de- 
feating its function as a friendly house of 
Israel, and who could tell: In a congregation 
so big and impersonal it might yet come to 
pass that, if a Levy could be married as a 
Cohen, a Cohen might be buried as a Levy. 

I have brought up the case of Anshe Giborim 
because I have just heard that a commission 
of the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions (Reform) has voted in favor of more 
small synagogues in the big cities instead of 
big congregations of Judaism, as in big Anshe 
Giborim Temple in the big city of Metropol,

NE of the most creative geniuses ever known to the motion 
picture industry is a little man barely five feet six inches in 
height who weighs but a scant 138 pounds, and yet has behind him 
a record of film successes that rates the title handed him by his 
co-workers at the Metro%Goldwyn-Mayer Studio of “The Human 
Dynamo.” Ranked today as one of the most noted motion picture 
producers in the world, Joseph Pasternak has kept smash hits 
bouncing off thousands of theatre screens with the continuous im- 
pact of a machine gun. 

“With the problem of anti-Semitism being treated today 
by the films, the industry must continue to make pictures with 
significance so that people seeing the pictures will be stirred to 
a consciousness of ideas and events which will lead them on to 
constructive as well as intelligent aetion.” 

Joe maintains that the movies should belong to the people and 
should mirror their lives. The movies should be one of the greatest 
weapons utilized for cultural and social advances. They must al- 
ways be international in their scope, and in their portrayals of 
peoples and races. 

“Realizing this,’ says the producer, “I’m at work on a film 
which should prove to be filled with high courage and purpose 
as well as solid entertainment. It is a picture titled ‘Brothers 
of the East Side’ and will star three characters of different 
faith: a Jewish cantor, an Irish policeman and a Protestant 
minister. I am hoping that this story will broaden the under- 
standing of tolerance and open up new channels of understand- 
ing for the brotherhood of man. It will preach a philosophy of 
humanitarianism through the instrument of entertainment, and 
will prove to be worthy of serious consideration at the hands 
of uneducated as well as educated movie goers throughout 
America.” 

IT WAS at the age of 19 that a wide-eyed Hungerian boy named 
Joe Pasternak set foot on American soil. The effect of movies upon 
him was so strong that it had brought him all the way from his 
native town of Simloul. In Philadelphia an uncle got him a job 
punching holes in leather belts. Earning twelve dollars the first 
week, he felt rich, for that sum, in Hungarian money, equaled the 
salary of a bank president at home. He saved his money. It wasn’t 
long before he worked up to eighteen dollars. But reflecting it had 
taken his uncle sixteen years to earn twenty-two dollars a week 
in the same factory, he went to New York looking for another job. 
He found one as a bus boy in a Sixth Avenue cafeteria at twelve 
dollars a week. Living in a room back of a butcher shop, he paid. 
his rent by plucking chickens for his landlord. 

But the movies were in his blood. Pasternak, who was later 
to produce such great film spectacles as “Song Of Russia,” 
“Thousands Cheer,” “Two Girls and a Sailor,” “Music for Mil- 
lions,” “Anchors Aweigh,” “Her Highness and the Bellboy,” 
“Thrill of a Romance,” “Holiday in Mexico,” and “No Leave, No 
Love,” went to dramatic school, which cost him all of his sav- 
ings. 

When he presented his diploma to the doorman of the Para- 
mount studio on Long Island, at the same time revealing his cafe- 
teria background, he was advised that the best way to get “upstairs” 
was through the kitchen. Thus it came about that the dramatic 
school actor found himself for six months in the role of a studio 
dishwasher. Among the stars he served were Gloria Swanson, 
Bebe Daniels, Richard Dix, Rudolph Valentino. They tipped him so 
handsomely that his weekly earnings now ran to eighty dollars. 

Even so, Joe, the waiter, still yearned to be Joseph, the 
actor. After a disheartening experience as an extra, he was 
given another opportunity, that of becoming a fourth assistant 
director at sixteen dollars a week. Although it meant sacrificing 
sixty-four dollars, he took it. Joseph Pasternak was on his way. 
Within two years he became first assistant director and drew 
seventy-five dollars. What was of far more value to him, he 
saw America by going on far-flung locations. 

His first individual enterprise was the writing and directing 
of a two-reel comedy in 1926. An important director saw it and 
took Joe along with him to Universal as assistant director. In 1928, 
the late Carl Laemmle proposed that he go to Europe as associate 
producer. Joe made but one condition—that he go in the finest 
suite available. Laemmle thought him crazy. But there was reason 
in his madness. The one-time immigrant had come to this country 
as one of forty-eight persons crowded into a single steerage cabin 
and slept in a hammock. He then vowed he never’would go back 
to Europe unless he went in luxury. The venerable and sentimental 
head of Universal Studio nodded in understanding. 

Planning to be on the other side for only a few months, 
Pasternak remained eight years, producing a number of success- 
ful pictures. Going first to Berlin, where he became producing 
manager, he went from there to Vienna, then to Budapest, al-

R. SIMON RUSKIN of New York City has come up with a 
new treatment for arm aliments, bane of many promising 
baseball pitchers. Johnny Beazley, former St. Louis Cardinal mound 
star now with the Boston Braves, is singing the praises of Dr. Rus- 
kin’s unusual arm treatment. Beazley, it will be recalled, developed 
a sore arm while in the Army. After serving up a score of games 
for the pennant winning Cards Beazley entered the service and 
shortly thereaftea/4threw his arm out in .an exhibition game. Last 
season he was ready to retire from the pastime but was prevailed 
upon to. finish the year by manager Eddie Dyer. After an in and 
out exhibition during the recent spring training season, Beazley 
was sold to the Boston Braves for $30,000. 
Upon reporting to the Braves Johnny informed manager 
Billy Southworth that his arm was not responding to treatment. 
Beazley was all for going on the voluntary retirement list. When 
Lou Perini, president of the Braves, heard about. Benzley’s dis- 
comfort, he suggested that the hurler contact Dr. Simon Rus- 
kin in New York City. Perini had jammed his shoulder in an 
automobile accident last winter and visited Dr. Ruskin for 
treatment. The medico cured Perini’s shoulder by the unusual 
procedure of treating him through his nose. Perini figured 
that if the good doctor could cure his bum shoulder he might 
do the same for Johnny Beazley. ' 
When Beazley told Br. Ruskin how he injured his throwing arm 
in an Army game the doctor diagnosed the aliment as a muscle 
rupture. He likened the trouble to that of a person who might 
suddenly lift a heavy weight. This movement would cause a con- 
traction of the muscles. It was the doctor’s opinion that the muscles 
had to be relaxed and he was going to relax them through treating 
the sympathetic nerve center in the nose where it can be reached 
without operating. He uses the same method for treating arthritis. 
To make a long story short, Dr. Ruskin treated Beazley’s 
arm by sticking medicine up his nose. In addition he gave the 
hurler three different types of injections. After three of the 
nasal treatments Beazley pitched 25 minutes of batting practice 
to his mates. The following night he started on the mound for 
the Braves against Cincinnati and came through with a 5-2 vic- 
tory. 
“If it weren’t for Dr. Ruskin,” says Beazley, “I would have 
ended up behind a plow.”

ITHOUT too much com- 

ment, I am reprinting a 
letter and just a small part of 
the editor’s comment from the 
June 30 issue of The Christian 
Science Monitor. My comment is 
the prominence given the letter, 
which most newspapers would 
not even have printed, even if 


_submitted, as in this case, by a 


member of the clergy. Rev. Head- 
ley happens to be a not too well- 
lettered person. True he repre- 
sents, perhaps, a large segment 
of the population, but the subject- 
matter is of such nature that the 
letter’s errors (“not another na- 
tion in the world wanted these 
Jews,” etc.) should have been 
pointed out, if the editor felt he 
could not have suppressed it as 
unworthy of ‘his publication. 


To The Christian Science 
Monitor: 

Ever since Hitler’s fight on the 
Jews, the American press, espe- 
cially the religious press, has 
been exhorting against racial 
prejudice. Then, ever since I be- 
gan reading The Christian 
Science Monitor last September, 
I could see the high principles 
you stress in numerous articles 
against racial prejudice of every 
type and kind. 

Now, all this I try to accept in 
principle, but find it actually 
hard to apply in practice. I am 
the last man who would want to 
be accused of race prejudice, but 
I find it hard to adjust some hard 
facts with the ideals of anti-dis- 
erimination. 

It is perfectly clear that Zion- 
ism in the United States is com- 
plicating matters for both the 
English and the American peo- 
ple. Despite the good job Mr. 
Truman is doing, it seems per- 
fectly clear that he made a seri- 
ous error in adding to England’s 
troubles by his appeal for more 
Jews in Palestine. Too, nearly 
everybody believes this was 
prompted by internal politics. 

‘It so happens that I have had 
much experience with Jewish 
people in New York State and _in 
Massachusetts, and in other sec- 
tions. I am led to the conclusion 
by this actual experience and ob- 
servation that while a small 
minority of this race are ideal- 
ists, comparing favorably with 
the great Jewish leaders of Bible 
times, yet the vast majority are 
for the Jewish race, first, last and 
all the time, against all comers. 
I do not believe they give one 
continental for our efforts at 
democratic government, except 
as they may be able to use that 
government for their own pur- 


poses. 
Hitler’s treatment of the Jews 





made my blood boil, yet I could 
not help remembering that not 
another nation in the world 
wanted these Jews. 


Now, here, is my question: Are 
we handling this problem in the 
wisest way, by presuming there 
is no justification for. our objec- 
tions to the Jewish people—that 
it is all based upon racial pre- 
judice? 

Would it not be better fo 
frankly inform Zionists what 
their faults are, asking them to 
conform to national and world 
standards, instead of insisting in 
every instance that other peoples 
conform to what is best for 
Zionism? 

As all men know, we are in the 
most critical period of the world’s 
history. This critical period is due 
to one large and two small ideol- 
ogies. The big ideology is, of 
course, Russian, Communism. 
The two small ones are the south 
of Ireland ideology, with its Ro- 
man Catholic counterpart, while 
the other is the Jewish Zionist 
question. It is this Irish element 
that is at the basis of American 
isolationism—they hate England 
and for that hate would not hesi- 
tate to sink the United States. 


I do not want to be anti-racial. 
How can I not be in reality in the 
face of these facts—for facts I 
believe they are. Further, I was 
reared in Alabama adjoining a 
Negro community. I cannot ad- 
mit I have any prejudice against 
the Negroes. I would, had I the 
power, give every Negro the 
right to vote, with all citizenship 
rights. This because the Negro 
has no ideology as such. He just 
wants to be as good a citizen as 
he knows how. I can see nothing 
in him that threatens to destroy 
America as we know it. 


I want to be as pro-racial as 
your fine newspaper would have 
me be. But how may I, in view 
of these conditions outlined 
above?

The Menorah Journal’s Attacks On The New York U. J. A. 


HE attack on the United Jewish Appeal by 
T the Menorah Journal is in some specific 
counts warranted, but in tone and in general 
nature is in the category of a type of yellow 
journalism that doesn’t belong in a publication 
of the Menorah Journai’s reputation. 

The Memorial Journal charge that secret 
agreements had been made with “propaganda 
and other non-relief agencies” is only partly 
accurate. The fact of these agreements was 
published in The Post first and then later were 
announced even in the daily papers. It is true, 
as The Menorah Journal says, that the amounts 
involved were never made public, and in this 
respect the Greater New York United Jewish 
Appeal deserves chastisement. There was no 
reason not to have published the amounts in- 
volved, and there was even less reason why 
after the Menorah Journal sought these fig- 
ures, they were not released. 

But The Menorah Journal then goes on to 
accuse “a small group of men” as if these rhen 
were deliberately trying to take funds away 
from the pressing European and Palestinian 
situations. The Menorah Journal ignores the 
fact that the five agencies it lists—namely the 
American Jewish Committee, the American 
Jewish Congress, the Anti-Defamation League, 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency and the Na- 
tional Jewish Welfare Board, had all conducted 
independent campaigns year after year, and 
could be expected to raise about the sums of 
money guaranteed them by the New York 


United Jewish Appeal. The Menorah Journal 
scores a point, however, when it declares that 
these agencies were guaranteed their quotas 
regardless of the success of the drive. This 
should never have been done. , 

Had The Menorah Journal wanted to be con- 
structive, it could have explained. that these 
and other agencies normally are included in 
drives in all cities in the United States, and that 
they were brought into the New York drive 
in order to eliminate these private campaigns 
which plague businessmen in New York con- 
tinually and which do uptold harm to the 
United Jewish Appeal. 

Had The Menorah Journal wanted to be of 
real service, it could have suggested the for- 
mation of a Jewish Welfare Fund for New 
York, and later perhaps a Jewish Community 
Council. 

New York is the only city in the United 
States which has no Jewish Welfare Fund. At 
present there are going on almost simultan- 
eously drives from three and four not unim. 
portant Jewish agencies, and the effect of this 
competition, not to mention waste is the same 
as it would be if cities like Chicago and Phila- 
delphia were to junk their united drives in 
favor of individual campaigns. 

It is not impossible that the success of the 
United Jewish Appeal in New York -(some. 
where around $50,000,000 at this point) is di- 
rectly attributable to the situation which The 
Menorah Journal complains about. 


Negotiations With National Agencies Should Be Made Public 


S HAS been suggested editorially by The 
Post and as stated by Louis Segal in this 
issue of The Post, the framers of the proposed 
plan for a permanent American Jewish Confer- 
ence were guided by the hope that the American 
Jewish Committee and the Joint Distribution 
Committee would become members of the per- 
manent conference. As a result, the Eisen- 
drath plan was necessarily tailored to fit what 
would be“ expected to be the wishes of these 
two major agencies. 

Since the early part of May, the American 
Jewish Conference has been in touch with 
these two agencies in the hope of securing 
their affiliation to the new body. Such nego- 
tiations must by now be over, and if that is 
the case, then public announcement should be 
made as soon as possible. This would give 


those interested in an overall democratic U.S. 
Jewish agency the time to discuss strengthen- 
ing of the proposed plan so that the confer- 
ence would have a chance to become an effect- 
ive instrument of the Jewish community. 

In other words, the Eisendrath Committee 
worked on the idea that a weak conference 
with the American Jewish Committee and the 
J.D.C, as members would have a chance to 
evolve into a real force. One may disagree 
with this unrealistic appraisal of the position 
of the A.J.C. and the J.D.C., but the hope of 
the Eisendrath Committee was a valid one. 

But if by now the two groups have indicated 
their decisions, then there is no longer need 
to accept a powerless conference and -the 
Eisendrath plan should be amended or re 
jected as soon as possible. 


Mr. Lipsky’s Letter To The Post 


OUIS LIPSKY’S letter in this issue of The 
Post may be the giveaway to the internal 
politics in Zionism today. Why Mr. Lipsky 
should be so concerned with his no less than 
normal failure to mention Dr. Weizmann, so 
concerned that he writes a letter to The Post 
to explain the situation, may indicate the tug- 
of-war going on behind the scenes. 
If a Jewish state is established in Palestine, 
who will be its president? 
Obviously it will be either Dr. Weizmann, 
David Ben Gurion or Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver. 
Evidently, then, those who support Dr. Weiz- 
mann for this position are being very careful 
not to lose any opportunity to place the famed 
scientist in the public eye. In view of this, 


Mr. Lipsky’s letter and the growth of an op- 
position movement in the Z.0.A. become under- 
standable. 


Whom American Zionists and others will 
support as head of the Jewish state is not an 
easy question to answer. Although Rabbi 
Silver has the support of the great majority 
of U.S. Zionists, the affection for Dr. Weiz- 
mann by these self-same supporters of Rabbi 
Silver has not lessened over the years. 


In any event, you can understand the activ- 
ities of certain people and groups in Zionism 
if you keep in mind that soon there may be 
the need to select the first head of a Jewish 
state from among three great Zionists. 


Why Not Camp Retreat Period For Adults, Too 


HE many camps and institutes being held 

by Jewish agencies which are doing such 

a good job of indoctrinating our young people 

in various ideologies in the Jewish group 
should be extended to include adults too. 

In Catholicism, these adult institutes are 
called retreats, and those in attendance come 
together for religious inspiration and study. 

In the youth field, the Zionist groups have 
been doing the largest job. The conservative 
group in its expanding program of camps, is 


using this method effectively, and the newest 
agency to take part in this type of work is 
the Hanoar Haivri, youth department of the 
Histadruth Ivrith. 

Periods of a week end or a full week when 
adult leaders of the Jewish community could 
come together for whole days of study should 
be very productive, not only from a gommun- 
ity standpoint, but from.a religious standpoint 
as well.

I have been rebuked by many 
good friends for having omitted 
in my address at the concluding 
mass meeting of the Z.0.A. Con- 
vention in Manhattan Center any 
reference to Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann. 

I owe these friends an apology 
and an explanation. 

The mass meeting began 
promptly at 8 o’clock. Dr. Neu- 
mann delivered the opening ad- 
dress. Sumner Welles had been 
announced as one of the speak- 
ers, but was unable to attend 
and in his place U. S. Senators 
Murray and Brewster delivered 
political addresses unrelated to 
the historical occasion. Belarsky, 
the singer, followed with four 
songs. Then, instead of Dr. Silver 
coming after me as the program 
indicated, he was introduced by 
Dr. Neumann with the explana- 
tion that he (Dr. Silver) was 


feeling very tired, would say only 
a few words, and then wished to 
leave. Dr. Silver, however, spoke 
at length. When he finished his 
address, he received a great ova- 
tion and remained on the plat- 
form for the rest of the evening. 
It was then about 11 o’clock. 

I advised Dr. Neumann to close 
the meeting. Dr. Silver in the 
manner of his speaking had vir- 
tually brought the meeting to a 
close. I had intended to give an 
intimate summary of Zionist 
events for the past fifty years. 
Such a recital would have to 
avoid a high pitch and project 
itself in a lower key an@# in 
softer words. But I did not want 
to make a scene by declining to 
speak at the urgent request of 
the Chairman. It would have 
marred the evening. It would 
have marred the closing meeting 
of the Convention.

SUPPORTS ALL RESISTANCE, HITS THOSE 
AFRAID TO SUPPORT IRGUN, STERNISTS

Being unmitigable in favor of 
active resistance in Palestine, 
Mr. M. Z. Frank’s report of the 
Saturday, July 5 session of the 
50th ZOA convention was of spe- 
cial interest to me. And judging 
by my own feelings, I imagine 
there are many more like me, 
who have long ago given up pay- 
ing attention to the bickering and 
‘maneuvering of the Bigs in the 
ZOA who, despite the imperative 
need for unity carry on a pri- 
vate war of egotisms. If these 
want to run around in circles, let 
them. But let them not attempt 
to ereate confusion among the 
rank and file. They, having no 
ambitions to ride up the moun- 
tains on a white horse, keep their 
feet on the ground and recognize 
an abyss when they come to it.

“of comfort in the knowledge that 


at least a portion of our people 
are ready to fight back, ‘Henry 
Montor’s tirade against the Irgun 
and Stern goups is not only dis- 
gusting, but despicable. Mr. Mon- 
tor is against resistance because 
‘he is against the shedding of in- 
‘nocent blood. Very’ noble of him.

But were the 6 millions of our 
slaughtered not innocent? Was 
their blood shed because they 
were guilty? 


High Diplomacy may be a fas- 
cinating occupation and one far 
removed from the commonplace 
human emotions and sentiments. 
But only a very few can dwell in 
towers so high above the clouds. 
The ordinary people, the back- 
bone of any organization know 
no deceits. They don’t give a hoot 
whether or not Palestine is im- 
portant to British security or 
whether or not the Empire must 
live. All they know is that our 
desperate brothers are growing 
more hopeless day after day; 
that the residue of a proud and 
worthy people is being swept 
away by oil and arms now, even 
as their families and kin were 
swept away by seas of blood and 
fire during 10 years of hell. 


I am out of patience with the 
wishy-washy big-shots who get 
boosted to the top of the ladder, 
then are afraid to stand up be- 
cause they may stumble and 
break their prestige. Turn the 
other cheek may be a pretty pre- 
cept in the Christian dogma, but 
the only time it takes on real 
flesh and blood reality is when 
it is applied to the Jews.'We have 
been turning our other cheek so 
long that we have lost all cheek. 
The Irgun and the Sternists have 
at least torn away the black veil 
from the face of a bastard civil- 
ization which preaching peace, 
arms for war, and while paying 
lip service to love, kneels in 
adoration before the icon of hate. 
Eighteen centuries of pogroms 
and murder has not evoked an 


once to abbreviate my story, and 
while on my feet, reached the de- 
cision to rush to the end of my 
address—which I had. planned in 
advance—and to close within 15 
to 20 minutes. This prevented my 
giving any time at all to what Dr. 
Weizmann had done for Ameri- 
can Zionism. It also compelled 
me to eliminate any of the refer- 
ences I had intended to make to 
Schmarya Levin, Bialik, as well 
as to Dr. Wise. Three-quarters 
of what I had intended to say 
had to be abandoned. 

It was an unfortunate situation 
for which I was not responsible, 
nor could I have avoided it. It 
seems that the managers of the 
meeting were not keen about 
celebrating the fifty vears of 
Zionism.

The Palestine situation, due to 
the tremendously powerful propa- 
ganda machine of the multi- 
plicity of political Zionist organ- 
izations, has become one of 
world-wide interest and extreme 
tenseness. ...

The~ sad remnant of 
European Jewry who have indi- 
cated their desire to go to Pal- 
estine (and this number is much 
less than the Zionists claim) 
want a democratic haven, not a 
political state per se. 

If the Zionist leadership was

It is ho reflection on Senator Brewster to report that his ad- 
dress left me utterly cold. Perhaps I have become unresponsive as 
a result of attending so many meetings and conventions, and hear- 
ing so many speeches. Whatever the reason, I must confess to an 
overwhelming cynicism whenever IT hear any of the eloquent 
speeches or read any ot the fine messages of support which come 
to us from non-Jews. After all that our people have experienced in 
recent years, how can we still remain under the delusion that fine 
words and promises mean anything-—anything at all? I’m not suf- 
fering from a persecution complex; I don’t imagine that everybody 
hates the Jews, nor do I see an anti-Semite under every bed. But 
I am of the conviction that people just don’t care. 

WHY SHOULD THEY? What makes us think that we are a 
responsibility of Christian conscience, or that a debt is owed us 
by international morality? Once we have fixed in our mind the 
elementary principle that nobody owes us anything, whether by way 
of atonement or reparation, the sooner shall we cease turning to 
others for those pleasant-sounding but basically hollow words of 
Sympathy, approval or support. 

WE DON’T WANT sympathy. It is an emotion easily turned on 
and off, and can too easily be used to obscure justice. Too long 
have we demeaned ourselves in the process of soliciting it. The 
puroxysm of joy which swept through the Jewish world upon the 
issuance of the Balfour Declaration, and which continued well into 
the years that followed, betore disillusionment came, should prove 
to the sociologist an enlightening symptom of the disease from which 
the Jewish body politic has so long suffered. “His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment view with favor...” 

While there has been a great awakening among American Jews 
in recent years, they are still far removed from the proud, indepen- 
dent, self-confident, self-respecting attitude of their brethren in Pal. 

SF ostine. Only the Yishuv has cast off the pléading, whining,favor-cur- 
rying attitude which has so long marked our people, 
THIS TRAIT of cultivation of Gentile approval has in recent 
years increasingly been held up to ridicule, but the habit appears to 
have become indelibly associated with and an ineradicable mark of 
Galut mentality. This Rosh Hashonah we shall again be treated to 
meaningless greetings and salutations to the Jewish people from the 
President of the United States down to the lowliest of village alder- 
men -greetings which have in every instance been solicited (shame- 
ful process) and prepared in proper acceptance phraseology by Jew- 
ish friends or advisors. In the year ahead we shall still witness the 
spectacle of dedication of new synagogues by the District Attorney, 
the stimulation of contributions for Jewish causes under the influ 
ence of Hollywood or Broadway actors, and the conferring of hon 
ovary degrees by Jewish institutions upon non-Jews for their “friend 
ship” and “goodwill.” 

And by all these tokens American Jewry will continue in a state
